REGINA, March 20.—(€P)—More 
than 140,000 persons—nearly one- 
sixth of the province's population— 
had their basic hospital bills paid 
| last year under Saskatchewan's gov- 
ernment-operated hospital plan, it 
was shown in the plan's first-year 
report tabled in the legislature Fri- 
day by Premier T. C, Douglas. 

Report showed it cost $7,338,000 
to provide basic hospital services 
—which include public-ward care, 
nursing and all but the most ex- 
pensive drugs and medicine—for 
the 142,366 patients discharged from 
hospitals after treatment during 
| 1947. 

PAY TAX OF $5 

Residents pay an annual $5 tax, 
| with a maximum of $30 a family, | 
which entitles them to free hospital | 
care as long as their doctor deems 
it necessary. 

Annual cost of the plan was 

estimated at $9.40 for every per- 
son in the province and individual 
tax collections totalled $3,771,000 
with the rest of the cost—approxi- 
mately $3,549,000—paid by the pro- 
vincial government. The latter 
also pays the hospital tax for old 
age and blind pensioners and 
mothers’ allowance cases. 
Had the plan not been in opera- 
on, the report said, the govern- 
ment still would have been liable 
for annual payment of $1,125,000 in 
grants to hospitals and _ hospital 
bills of cancer and social welfare 
poms!

VITAL POINTS PROTECTED 


Ranger Units Canada’s 
First Line of Defence 


By ROSS MUNRO 

OTTAWA, March 20.—(CP)—A 
sprawling network of trappers, 
hunters, farmers and lumbermen 
will be Canada’s first line of 
Northland defence in event of a 
military emergency. 

Organized into “ranger” units— 
a far north home-guard of 
minute-men—they will have the 
responsibility for the immediate 
defence of vita] points. 

Armed with rifles and probably 
bren guns, grenades and pistols, 
they will stand guard on towns, 
mines, roads and airfields until 
regular combat troops are sent 
north, if developments warranted. 

These Arctic guerillas, with 
intimate knowledge of their own 
areas, ate a comparatively new 


development in Canada’s Arctic 
defence plans, 

Military authorities here scof- 
fed at suggestions that Canada’s 
lone combat brigade of about 3,000 
men would be iminediately 
thrown into the Northland, even 
if war with Russia broke out, 

These troops form the narrow 
backbone of the army and if 
mobilization came they would be 
the foundation on which the war- 
time army would be built. 

One point that would be pro- 
tected quickly, however, with 
some active troops backing up the 
rangers would be the Eldorado 
mines in Great Slave Lake in the 
northwest territories, where ur- 
anium is obtained for atomic de- 
velopment, 

The vital communication route 


of the Northwest Highway from 
Edmonton to Whitehorse and on 
to Alaska also would be patrolled 
and guarded, 

A senior army officer said 
ranger units are being organized 
across the Northland, in co-opera- 
tion with the RCMP, the Hudson's 
Bay Company and the two Cana- 
dian railways, 

One company is located at 
Whitehorse and has been trained 
by the Royal Canadian Engineers 
working on the Northwest High- 
way. 

The rangers are not members of 
the active army. They are drawn 
from the citizens of towns and 
hamlets and the open spaces of 
the Northland and have approxi- 
mately the same status as mem- 
bers of the reserve force.

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| Military Training in Canada? 


ittaeve 


Now that President Truman’s notable 
address to congress has raised the ques- 
tion of universal military training in the 
United States and will doubtless result in 
legislation to implement his appeal, a simi- 
lar question will probably raise itself in 
Canada, Canadians should be sufficiently 
well-informed to consider the issue intelli- 


gently. 


Two points should be noted in regard to 
universal military training in this country: 

1, Universal military training need not 
be conscription into the active forces. 

2. The training of young men in arms 
ts not necessarily a prelude to war but could 
be a very potent factor in preventing war. 

The Soviet Union has scoffed more than 
once at the feeble military equipment of the 
democracies, The knowledge that all over 
North America sturdy young men were 
being put into such physical condition as, 
not only to worthily bear arms in defense 
of the country, but to meet the demands of 
civilian life could very easily alter their

Robért Stuart, the eminent English

“There is no room in Canada for the 
people who are just having a bit of fun out 
of dramatic circles—they’re cheats and

For while those serious-minded young 
people who regard amateur theatricals as 
a stepping stone to professional work in 
the theatre undoubtedly advance the cause 
of art, there is also a great deal to be said 
for amateur theatricals as a good clean 


pastime. 


Asa matter of statistical fact, 99 out 
of every 100 persons who engage in this 
form of amusement have no more chance 


They should be able to deliver an intelli- 
gent and thoughtful decision, 


of becoming professional actors than they 
have of becoming Sultan of Zanzibar. 
Would Mr. Stuart bar all these persons 
from the amateur boards? Would he call 
them all cheats simply because they have 


no ambition to become Barrymores and 


Oliviers?

The Light of the Christian Cross 


Tt is a remarkable fact of which many 
are not aware that nearly one-third of 
the four Gospels is devoted to the story 
of the death of Christ. It may surprise 
some who make little of the Cross to con- 


front this fact. 


In the histories of Alexander the Great, 
Napoleon or any other hero, the account 
of the death is merely an incident. Even 
the death of St. Paul, that tremendous 


Christian, is not recorded, 


But every one of the apostles and writ- 
ers of the NewTestament seems con- 
vinced that the Cross is the central sym- 


bol of Christianity. 


The origin of this symbol comes from the 
sewers of humanity. What tyrant was it, 
what monster of cruelty who first con- 
ceived the idea of nailing criminals to a 


tree to prolong their agony? 


Until the Crucifixion of Christ, the 
Cross was an instrument of degradation 
and horror. It needed a miracle, then, to 
change a hangman’s rope into the symbol 
of God himself. It took Jesus to change 
the ignoble hillock of Golgotha, littered 


with dead men’s skulls, into the most hal- 


lowed spot in the world. 

There are many hills of man’s spirit to 
which he may look when he is weary and 
disillusioned—the Acropolis, 


where the 


grace and beauty of the Parthenon speak 


of the wit and wisdom of the world. There 
are the rough red crags of Sinai, where the 
moral law rings like a trumpet to the 


conscience of mankind. 


But when the soul is sick, we remember 
that Sinai was no place for sinners. 

Calvary has no place for anyone else. 

There we can take our burden and never 
bring it away.

Loose Talk 
Destroys Morale 

Actually there hag been far 
too much loose and thoughtless 
talk about a disaster that is most 
unlikely to oecur, 

The chances of war breaking 
out are relatively small, 

Certainly there is a 50 per cent 
emaller chance of war since 
President Truman's bold address 
to congress thap there was before 


that address was made because 
the Soviet Union now knows that 
it isn’t fooling anybody. 

The Communist technique of 
aggression js the infiltration of 
unsuspecting countries. Its chief 
weapon so far has been the 
treacherous coup d'etat rather 
than the more direct and honest 
assault at arms, 

A bully is always a bluffer. It 
is a pretty good bet that Russia 
is bluffing heavily. There is a 
remote chance that she has the 
atomic bomb because she has 
had many German scientists 
working for her and Germany 
was close to the bomb before the 
war ended, 

But it’s a very remote chance. 
If she had the bomb in workable 
quantities she would have walk- 
ed boldly into Czechoslovakia 
and Finland and Italy instead of 
finessing a political play. 

It is difficult, too, to believe 
that a country so badly hit eco- 
nonmically and productively by the 
recent war could be in shape so 
soon for another one. The United 
States had to supply most of her 
equipment for the last war. On 
whom would she lean in a new 
one? 


Edmonton Not 
Vital Target 


All right, then, 
does come? 

‘ What would be Russia's objec- 
ive? 

Her first anxiety would be to 
consolidate her gains in Europe 
and to consummate her plans for 
further European conquest, After 
all, for purposes of political ex- 
pansion, she is essentially a Euro- 
pean nation, 

The objective of the United 
States would be to weaken her 
stolen position in Europe. With 
the atomie bomb. in her posses- 
sion, the United States would at- 


suppose war 


tack Russia's 
European soil. 

It seems pretty plain, then, that 
Europe would be the chief battle- 
ground in any new war, With the 
atomic bomb, the United States 
could keep Russia desperately 
busy in her own home field. 

It might be expected, of course, 
that Russia would attempt air 
raids on Continental United 
States for the purpose of crip- 
pling American production and 
communications, She could do 
that very easily. The new Ameri- 
can B36 has a range of 8,000 fly- 
ing miles. It is approximately 
3,000 miles from the nearest 
probable Siberian base to the 
nearest point in the United 
States, 


Such raids would bring Rus- 
sian warplanes over Edmonton. 

But would they waste time 
levelling this city with so much 
more vital targets further on? It 
doesn't make sense, 


Small Threat 
To Albertans 


Here, then, is the situation; 

War is highly unlikely at the 
present time. American develop- 
ments decrease whatever likeli- 
hood there is. 

In the event of war, Russia, 
raiding from a long distance, 
would have to conserve her 
major efforts for striking at the 
most important points. Edmon- 
ton is definitely not one of these. 

There ig always a danger of 
war, of course. And sensible 
people, realizing it, take precau- 
tions, 

But there is also a constant 
danger from smal!pox and cau- 
tious people get vaccinated 
against it. But vaccinated or un- 
vaccinated, there is precious 
little chance of them getting it,

The Jews have started their 
fight for a state with two armies, 
one on the borderline of legality, 
one still outlawed, but both in 
battle stations side by side against 
the Arabs, 

Hagana (it means defence) is 
the official militia of the Jewish 
agency, and potentially the future 
army of a Jewish State. Tech- 
nically it has not been recognized 
by the British mandate govern- 
ment, But it exists and operates 
as a uniformed, armed fighting 
force, openly, unchallenged, 

Irgun Zvai Leumi (it means 
national organization) exists and 
operates just as tangibly, but as 
a still under-cover force, illegal 
because of its repeated blows at 
the British authorities, 

Despite the unanimity of these 
two fighting forces in the battle 
against the Arabs, there are so- 
far-unreconcilable differences be- 
tween them on their policy of 


action toward Britain and USSR 
differences on the future expan- 
sionism of the Jewish state, 
Hagana has a full-time, paid, 
regular striking force called 
Palma@, now up to something 
more 10,000 Lighting strength. 


It is backed by a trained, partly- 
armed militia of many thousands 
more. 

Recruits, some taken from the 
militia and others hand-picked 
from newly arriving immigrants, 
are trained into Palmach at regu- 
lar bases, Uniforms, manual of 
arms and drill are basically those 
of the British army. 

Irgun is much smaller, tougher, 
highly-organized, trained for spe- 
cial operations, It has perhaps 
only slightly more than 1,000 men 
as an armed force—and this is an 
estimate only as its spokesmen 
decline to give any figures. It has 
no camps, but trains in streets 
near its front-line posts, 

Ten thousand trained Arab sol- 
diers, many with wartime experi- 
ence in foreign armies, are billet- 
ed in hill villages of ancient Sa- 
maria, 

Flanking this army of Yarmuk 
are other thousands of irregulars 
who harass Jewish communica- 
tions and supply lines, 

Arab strength is being increas- 
ed daily by new contingents of 
trainees from the big Katana 


camp in Syria and by riflemen 
trained by tribal leaders in their 
own camps.

On March 5 at 3 p.m, Frank 
Crawford, 35 years, born near 
Edmonton, Alberta, came to his 
death, He was a faller at the 
Holberg camp of B.C, Pulp and 
Paper. The top of a tall hem- 
lock which Crawford was felling 
broke off and struck him, He 
wag instantly killed, 

The body was brought from the 
camp at the northern tip of 
Vancouver Island to Vancouver. 
The widow, with the help of 
friends, began arrangements for 
the funeral. 

It was her wish that her hus- 
band be buried in the beautiful, 
hillside grounds of a mainland 
ceremtery. She and her friends 
journeyed there and were shown 
available plots by a salesman, 

The salesman led Mrs. Craw- 
ford and her friends directly to 
a part of the cemetery where the 
purchase price of the plots is 
$60. Mrs, Crawford was not sat- 
sified with this location. She 
asked to be shown the $120 plots. 
They are on the hillside in the 
sun, The salesman, with some 
reluctance, escorted Mrs. Craw- 
ford and her friends to this area. 

When the party had returned 
to the cemetery office Mrs. 
Crawford said that she had de- 
cided on the $120 plot. The sales- 
man was embarrassed, He ex- 
cused himself for a consultation 
with a superior and returned 
shortly to say, with regret, that 
it would not be possible. 

Frank Crawford would have to 
be buried in the segregated sec- 
tion. He was a negro, 


Intervention 
Of White Man e¢ 


Crawford was buried in the 
hillside plot his widow had selec- 
ted. This was done because of 
the intervention of a white man 
with the weight of authority and 
sincerity, 

This man is Dick Custer, a 
power-saw contractor who had 
employed Frank Crawford and 
another Negro’ for _— several 
months, Mrs, Crawford phoned 
Custer. She told him of her dif- 
ficulties, Custer had to choose 
between a compromise with his 
conscience and doing what he 
knew was right. He decided to 
“stick his neck out.” 

“I knew Crawford well and re- 
spected him,” Dick Custer told 
me yesterday.

Her tremendous energy and vigorous vitality have not been ex 
aggerated. The spontaneity and speed of her writing confirm her 
tireless and sustaining powers in performing many tasks. 

Her excellent physical eondition is greatly responsible and 
permits her to carry on more than average activities. The long, 
sweeping, tenacious “t” bars indicate force, determipation, enter- 
prise and a stick-to-itive persistency. 

As one would surmise difficulties and obstacles would not daunt 
nor handicap Mrs. Roosevelt. The angular formation of her letters 
reveals not only resistance but a keen mental alertness and an agil- 
ity in comprehension, 

Patience is not one of her strong traits and her Inquisitive- 
ness she comes by naturally. Hers is an intellectual curiosity; 
she would never be contented with a superficial knowledge but 
must delve into the root of a matter.

LONDON, March 20.—(AP)— 
The colonial office announced to- 
day Britain stands pat in its deter- 
mination to surrender the Palestine 
mandate May 15. 

British troops, the office said, 
will be pulled out not later than 
Aug. 1, regardless of the situation 
created by the withdrawal Friday 
of American support for partition 

Only Friday the commons wrote 
in “May 15” as the definite date 
for termination of the British man- 
date over the Holy Land. 

Although it was not included in 
the bill, the date for withdrawal of 
the last British troops has been set 
for early August. The bill outlin- 
ed withdrawal procedure for the 
British administration.

CHURCHILL WRITINGS LABLED “NONSENSE” 


“Understandable” Talk 
For Commons Use Urged 


By JACK SULLIVAN 

LONDON, March 20.—(CP)— 
Somewhere in Whitehall archives 
is a document with the pencilled 
notation: “This is nonsense, up 
with which I will not put.” And 
the author?—Winston Churchill, 
war-time prime minister. 

This marginal comment was 
quoted by Glenvil Hall, financial 
secretary to the treasury, as he 
replied to a plea in House of 
Commons for the use of direct, 
simple, lucid, brief and vigorous 
speech in Parliament and in 


government documents. 
Hall admitted that the civil 


service tended to cling to time- 
honored phrases and said that a 
text book of “plain words” pre- 
pared by a civil servant, would 
be published next month. 

Case for plain words was put 
up by Edward Keeling, Conserva- 
tive, Twickenham, who argued 
that the government would be 
better understood if it said “use” 
instead of “implement,” “give” 
instead of “donate,” and “go” in- 
tead of “proceed” 


He said that it wasn't much 
use telling a miner he should 
“a constructive and flex- 
ible approach to the problem 
of production” and asked if 
everything must be “in short sup- 
ply” instead of “scarce.” 

Keeling hoped that the text 
book of “plain words” would 
incorporate an “index expurga- 
toris”—a list of forbidden words 
and phrases—and that a copy 
would be placed in the Commons 
library

The catching of samples starts at 
2,000 feet, Intervals vary but they 
are taken at least every ten feet 
and sometimes as often as every 
five. Two samples amounting to 
about two cupsful each are taken 
at the same time. One is kept by 
Imperial Oil, the other goes to the 
Natural Gas and Petroleum Con- 
servation Board. A total of approxi- 
mately 1,000 samples is taken from 
each well. This means that over 
60,000 individual samples have been | 
taken to date in the Leduc field. 
One half of these has gone through 
the Leduc office of Imperial Oil. 

Each sample is washed, dried, 
and examined under the micro- 
scope for fossils and other forma- 
tion characteristics. A small por- 
tion is placed in a cellophane bag 
for filing,
